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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of invention III, claims 13-17, in the reply 
filed on 7/21/2005 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-12 are cancelled as detailed in the response filed 7/21/2005 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Stratman (US 2,854,871 ) in view of Wells (US 5,071 ,293). 

In regard to claim 13, Stratman discloses the invention as claimed including 
providing compressed fluid to a tool, which is diverted to a valve assembly in the form of 
bleed valve 3, where in the first condition, the tool is actuated through the control valve 
37, to turn the tool and, in the second condition, the valve does not actuate the tool to 
turn it on as the pressure is vented through bleed valve 3 (see entire document). 

What Stratman does not disclose the specific use of and on/off trigger. However,

Wells teaches that it is old and well known in the art to provide a pneumatic tool, which 
is comprised of a depth control device 1 9, with a trigger (no number given, but indicated 
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by handle 15), for the purpose of providing pneumatic power to operate the tool (see 
Fig.1). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill at the time 
the invention was made to have provided the invention of Stratman with the trigger 
means as taught by Wells for the purpose of providing pneumatic power to operate the 
tool. 

In regard to claims 14-16, Stratman discloses the invention as claimed including 
actuating a switch in the form of stem 18, which is actuated forward in the first position 
and backwards in the second position, when a predefined condition is met (see entire 
document). 

In regard to claim 17, Stratman discloses the invention as claimed including a 
predefined condition of drill depth. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wandel, Wilmer, Juhasz, Ponitzsch, Graf, Stewart, Wells, 
Pennison, Casella and Morrison have been cited to show devices having similar 
structure.
